Missing persons draw $10,000 reward

Although there is no new evi 
dence or evidence to indicate foul 
play is involved in the disappear 
ance of six area individuals, 
Alabama Governor Don Siegelman 
has authorized a $10,000 reward 

In a press conference last Friday 
afternoon, Bruce Devane, chiet 
investigator with the 12th Judicial 
District Attorney's Office, 
announced that the Governor, in an 
unprecedented move, announced 
the authorization of the reward via 
proclamation earlier in the day

“This is a litthe unusual in that 
foul play has not been absolutely 
established; however, it is highly 
suspicious,” Devane said.

Authorities say some aspects of 
the case that indicate “things are

Federal authorities have also been 
briefed on the situation and military 
authorities at Fort Rucker have been 
instrumental in) the numerous 
searches 

According to Capt, Bill Moore 
with the Enterprise — Police 
Department, Ft. Rucker has alerted 
all of their flight personnel (training 
flight) as to the known circum 
stances of these disappearances, and 
they have been making extra obser 
vations during their missions; how 
ever, nothing has been spotted thus 
far, 

According to Devane, Enterprise 
Police Chief T. D. Jones has been 
coordinating the investigation with 
the DA’s Office for the past two 
weeks and working with them in an 
effort to obtain the reward offer. 
Due to no early indications of foul 
play in the disappearances, officials 
were hesitant to offer a reward in 
the case. 

Also instrumental in obtaining the 
reward offer from the Governor's 
Office was Bill Cooper, president of 
the Enterprise City Council and 
Enterprise Mayor Johnny 
Henderson. 

“It is unusual for that many peo- 
ple to come up missing and not be 
seen or heard from,” said Cooper. 
“It seems to me like they just van- 
ished off the face of the earth.” 

In addition to the Governor's 
reward, a local Enterprise minister, 
Reverend J. R. Mullins along with 
his wife, has offered a $500 reward. 

There is also an effort (filing of 
necessary paperwork) to have the 
details and descriptions of the miss- 
ing persons featured on “America’s 
Most Wanted,” a national television 
program that publicizes unusual 
missing person Cases. 

Coffee County Sheriff Ben 
Moates said his department's 
reserve officers are systematically 
checking dirt roads and other coun- 
ty roads that are not heavily trav- 
eled looking for any indications that 
a vehicle might have left the road- 
way or might be parked in an out- 
of-the-way location. At the present 
time, they are concentrating on 
roads in the western portion of the 
county. 

The following is a_ physical 
description of the missing persons: 
Reynolds is a black male, age 28, 5 
feet 11 inches tall and weighs 160 
pounds; Ward is a black female, age 
25, 5 feet 4 inches tall and weighs 
130 pounds; Young is a black 
female, age 26, 5 feet 11 inches tall 
and weighs 275 pounds; Lee is a 
black female, age 27, 6 et tall and 
weighs 160 pounds; Stac) rouse is a 
black male, age 26, 5 fee, 4 inches 
tall and weighs 120 pou Js; and

pounds.

United States Mint has begun 10-year 


program honoring

Although the main focus of 1999 
has been on the end of the millenni 
um, the year also has symbolized 
the beginning of a 10-year program 
honoring the 50 states of this coun 
try 

In a self-support program by the 
U.S. Mint, a series of quarter dollars 
with new reverse sides (tails) will 
be issued each year from 1999 until 
2008. Five states will have their 
quarters released each year at sepa 
rate of the year On 
December 1, 1997, President 
Clinton signed the 50 State Quarters 
Program Act which allows the 
redesign of the reverse side of the 
quarter dollar to be emblematic of 
each of the 50 states, according to 
information obtained from the U.S, 
Mint official website

According to the information 
from the U.S. Mint, a new quarter 
will be released every 10 weeks for 
the next 10 years, The quarters are 
issued based on the date in which

the citizens of Alabama will have to 
wait until 2003 before seeing the 
emblematic quarter for their state, 

Alabama will be the second state 
to release its design in 2003 after 
Iinois. Following Alabama during 
that year will be Maine, Missouri 
and Arkansas.

One complaint against 
this is the suggestion that other public employees would also 
make the same request and the cost to the retirement system 
could be terrible. Firefighters argue that they deserve the extra 
retirement because of the chances they take and the hazards they 
are exposed to daily, Our bet is that this one w ill not become law, 
even though it has already passed the House of Representatives 
The verbal excuse will be that time ran out, but the major reason 
will be the May 14th letter mailed to all Alabama Retirement 
System folks.

Remarkably, the quarters pro- 
gram represents the first change to 
the quarter since the production of 
the Bicentennial quarter in 1975-76, 
and it is considered as the largest 
coin collecting program in history. 
According to the U.S. Mint, not 
only is the program expected to pro- 
duce direct earnings of more than 
an estimated $110,000,000 from the 
sale of silver proof coins and sets 
over the next 10 years, but it is con- 
sidered as a Way to get young peo- 


ple interested in collecting memo- 
rable tokens of all the States for the 
face value of the coins.

Strengthen Crime Punishments 

Democrats voted to strengthen 
penalties for crimes relating to sex- 
ual offenses, serial killing, DUI, and 
domestic violence this week. 
Working closely with the 
Governor’s office, the House lead- 
ership compiled a crime legislation 
calendar that targets repeat offend- 
ers and juvenile crime. 

“The seriousness with which 
these crime-fighting bills were 
drafted and debated reflects the 
House Democrats’ commitment to 
keeping our families and children 
safe and helping our law enforce- 
ment officers to do their jobs,” 
states Representative Terry Spicer 
(D-Elba). “This is the tip of the ice- 
berg of what we hope we can 
accomplish over the next several 
years,” 

A most timely bill considered was 
HB 109 that increases the penalties 
for falsely reporting that a bomb or 
explosion. Sponsored by 
Representative Howard Hawk (D- 
Arab), the bill makes committing 
such an offense a class C felony that 
carries a minimum sentence of one 
year prison time. “In the wake of 
the Littleton, Colorado tragedy, two 
schools in Cullman had to be dis- 
missed this week because of a 
prankster phoning in false bomb 
threats,” states Representative Neal 
Morrison (D-Cullman). How can 
students learn when they don’t feel 
safe and how can our law enforce- 
ment officers effectively serve 
when they are constantly mislead? 
It has to stop.” 

Among the list of crime legisla- 
tion passed are: 

* HB 425 (Representative Bill 
Fuller D-LaFayette) updates the 
Community Notification Act - or 


Megan’s Law - to define when sex 
offender notice is appropriate for 
juvenile offenders. 

¢ HB 426 (Representative Bill 
Fuller D-LaFayette) outlines those 
crimes for which a juvenile can be 
tried as an adult, and details the pro- 
visions related to doing so. 

* HB 61 (Representative Neal 
Morrison D-Cullman) closes a 
loophole in the death penalty relat- 
ed to multiple and serial killing. 

* HB 26 (Representative Blaine 
Galliher D-Gadsden) defines and 
increases the criminal penalties for 
violating a protection order in a 
domestic violence case. 

¢ HB 333 (Representative Patrick 
Jones D-Huntsville) enhances DUI 


driving a motor vehicle while under 
the influence if a child under the age 


the offense. 

The package of bills moves to the 
Senate for consideration sometime 
in the coming weeks. Bill sponsors 
expect very little change, if any in 
the legislation.

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EEDC proposes regional economic development organization

The Coffee County Commission 
killed two birds with one stone on 
Wednesday, June 2 
with the mayors from Elba, 
Enterprise, Kinston and New 
Brockton. 

Primarily, the meeting was called 
to discuss the possibility of the 
county’s municipalities joining the 
Enterprise Economic Development 
Corporation (EEDC); however, 
commissioners used the opportunity 
to ask the towns using the county 
jail to house their prisoners for an 
additional $5 making their “fee” of 
housing inmates total $15 per pris- 
oner per day. 

Relative to the primary purpose of 
Wednesday’s meeting, the county 
commission voted in April to 
become a part of the EEDC. At that 
time, the commission agreed to con- 
tribute $50,000 per year for three 
years to the operation of the corpo- 
ration. Since that move was made by 
the county, other areas such as 
Geneva County have decided to 
pool their resources with the EEDC 
in an attempt to attract economic 
growth. 

Coffee County Commissioner 
Tom Grimsley coordinated the 
meeting last Wednesday in an effort 
to give the other county towns and 
city - Elba, Kinston and New 
Brockton - to form an alliance with 
the EEDC. 

The executive director of the 
EEDC, Tim Alford, explained to the 
group that a regional approach to 
economic development is the best 
avenue to follow. 

“By helping our neighbors to 
grow economically, eventually we 
all will reap the benefits,” he said. 

The EEDC was formed in 1994 in 
a move to initiate strategic planning 
and regional partnerships to produce 
economic growth for the area in an 


, While meeting 


effort to offset the affects of NAFTA 
and several tough years in the area’s 
agriculture 

A plan was presented in last 
week's meeting to form the 
Enterprise-Coffee-Geneva County 
Economic Development 
Corporation (ECGCEDC), with a 
board of directors consisting of 18 
members - four being from Geneva 
County and the remaining fourteen 
from Coffee County (Enterprise, 
Elba, Kinston, New Brockton and 
the county). 

One of the mayors was all for the 
idea and two others expressed reser- 
vations to the idea. 

New brockton Mayor Britt Lee 
felt that this would be great for his 
town since it had neither the 
resources or the funds to initiate an 
economic development plan on its 
own 

“] feel sure that the members of 
our town council will support such 
an organization,” Lee said. 

Elba Mayor James Grimes told 
those present that Elba had already 
set up a 12-member board to devel- 
op economic opportunities for the 
city and he was unsure as to whether 
Elba could join such an organiza- 
tion. He said that $50,000 had 
already been committed to that ven- 
ture, and he also expressed a con- 
cern of Elba losing its “individuali- 
ty” in joining an organization such 
as the ECGCEDC. 

Kinston’s mayor, Billy Mullins, 
also expressed a reservation about 
joining the ECGCEDC venture. 

Stating that “there is strength in 
numbers,” Alford expressed his 
hope that city officials would realize 
the impact that such a joint venture 
in economic development and 
would unite to form the ECGCEDC. 

The present EEDC members gave 
the cities until July 31 to make their 
final decision on the formation of a 
new development partnership. All 


Offer of large reward produces no 
new leads in missing six mystery

Area law enforcement agencies 
continue their search for the six 
missing people with no new leads 
or evidence to indicate what might 
have happened to the two men and 
four women.

Lamar James Stackhouse, Angela 
Roberts Young, and Eula Jossett 
Lee all residents of Enterprise; 
James Anthony Reynolds of Webb, 
Ala.; Valerie Jones McCoy of 
Daleville, Ala; and Tamara 
Monique Ward of Ozark, Ala. 

In addition to the Governor’s 
reward, a local Enterprise minister,

Based on an average inmate popula 
tion of 93 per day, she estimated the 
county spends $20 per day on each 
prisoner with the money going for 
the prisoners’ personal needs, med- 
ical expenses, correction personnel’s 
training, utilities, repairs and upkeep 
of the facility, 


At the present time, cities and 
towns are paying $10 per day with 
$3 of that fee going toward feeding 
the prisoners three meals per day 
The “voluntary” $5 increase would 
save the county an estimated 
$40,000 to $45,000 per year in gen- 
eral fund expenditures. 

The mayors were asked to review 
the proposal and let the commission 
know of their decision 


Daylilies bloom in the backwoods

In the backwoods of Coffee 
County, one family has turned their 
love of gardening into a business 
based on a plant that blooms for one 
day but can last forever...Its a 
daylily. 

Roger and Cherin Shaw are the 
owners of the family oriented busi- 
ness, Backwoods Daylily Garden, 
which is located just off Hwy. 167 
on County Road 134. Finding the 
business is as simple as following 
the “yellow brick road,” except in 
this case the phrase translates to 
“follow the red signs.” 

“I started with five different 
daylilies,” Mrs. Shaw said. “By the 
end of that summer, I had gone 
from five to 275. Now, we've got 
flowers everywhere.” 

At present count, the Shaws said 
they have from 500 to 700 named 
registered varieties of daylilies on 
hand. This is an amazing number

“The greatest part about this is 
that we all have different tastes in 
regards to the types of daylilies we 
like,” Mrs. Shaw said. “We all work 
with different seeds, and the end 
result is distinctly different types of 
flowers.” 

And, the Shaws said the goal of 
their hybridizing efforts each year is 
to find a flower that is distinct 
enough in its presence to register 
with American Hemerocallis 
Society. (Hemerocallis is the scien- 
tific name for daylily.) 

“Your poing to put your name on 
this flower, and it will be there for- 
ever,” Mrs. Shaw said. “So, you 
want it to be something you are 
very proud of and different from 
anything else.” 

For that reason, she said they 
watch the flowers they are consider- 
ing to register each and every day. 
They take detailed notes, and try 

5 to know every- 
thing possi- 
ble about 
that flower. 
After all, 
she said they 
are looking for 
an end result 
which will be in 
request by the 
daylily buy- 
ers. Buyers 
want plants that 
not only look pretty but have a 
good bud count and rebloom, If 
the flower does not have these 
characteristics, Mrs. Shaw said 
being pretty just is not enough to 
register the flower. She said she has 
to be her worst critic when it comes 
to the flowers. 

“It’s a full time job,” Mrs. Shaw 

said. “But, I think it is good for our

children because if nothing else, it 
will have taught them patience.” 

She said she plans to work with 
daylilies for as long as she is able to 
do the very demanding work. And, 
when she is no longer able to do the 
physical work required by daylily 
gardening, Mrs. Shaw said she 
hopes at least one of her four kids 
will continue the Shaw interest in 
daylillies.” 

For now, however, the Shaws
